I’m  the  lead  reviewer  for  the  1-70  East  EIS,  a highly  controversial  highway  project.  Yesterday, 
Tim  Russ  and  Chris  Dresser  from  Air  and  I attended  a cooperating  agency  meeting.  We  will 
receive  copies  of  the  preliminary  FEIS  for  a cooperating  agency  review  this  coming  Monday, 
Aug  17.  We  were  told  yesterday  that  in  response  to  many  public  and  agency  comments,  that 
FHWA/CDOT  added  a section  on  impacts  to  human  health.  Most  of  the  concern  centers  on  air 
pollution  issues  in  the  EJ  neighborhoods  of  Globeville  and  Elyria  and  Swansea  on  1-70  just  east 
of  1-25.  It  would  be  helpful  to  have  someone  with  your  background  review  this  new  section. 


Because  we  are  at  the  cooperating  agency  review  stage,  now  is  the  time  that  EPA  can  make  the 
most  difference.  We  certainly  did  last  year  and  the  transportation  agencies  pretty  much  followed 
all  of  our  recommendations  by  making  changes  before  releasing  the  supplemental  draft  EIS  to 
the  public.
